proved a stipulation on water 
rights which Arcadia had okay¬ 
ed a month ago at Sierra Ma¬ 
dre’s request. 

This stipulation will allow 
Sierra Madre to circumvent 
what many persons had con¬ 
sidered an "iron clad” agree¬ 
ment on water distribution be¬ 
tween this city and Arcadia. 

Sierra Madre will ask the su¬ 
perior court to confirm a stip¬ 
ulation which, after months of 
negotiations, had been agreed 
to by this city, Arcadia and the 
State Division of Water Re¬ 
sources. 

Under this stipulation. Sierra 
Madre will be able to realize 
approximately 1000-acre feet of 
water a year in addition to its 
present right of 12,064 feet 
under the Alhambra-Pasadena 
adjudication of 1943. In the 
“distant future” this amount 
may reach 1400 acre feet. 

This water will come from 
the Big Santa Anita. It is water 
which prevously has flowed to 
the ocean and been wasted. 

It is water which has always 
been there but which no one 
has ever done anything about 
despite continual cries of 
“water shortage” and “water 
conservation.” 

Under the supervision of 
Councilman Barter, the pro¬ 
gram which led to this action 
was begun nearly two years 
ago. 

This program includes not 
only the conservation of water

Shatto 
then re-drew the plans for the 
council, on motion of Herman 
Barter, ordered Shatto to re¬ 
advertise for bids on plans 
which already had been ap¬ 
proved by the state.

Because we rely so much on 
telephones in Sierra Madre for 
emergency use, there is noth¬ 
ing so important that should 
ever interfere with an emergen¬ 
cy call. 

Because we rely so much on 
the telephone, we should never 
use a fake emergency call to 
get someone off the line. Mat¬ 
ters could be serious. Lives 
may be In danger. 

As long as we MUST depend 
on telephones to send in our 
fire and police calls, it is ad¬ 
visable that residents get to¬ 
gether and practice a little co¬ 
operation. There may come a 
time when your own house is 
on fire or you need help. (Re¬ 
member the story about the 
boy and the wolf.) 

The growth of weeds was 
good this year. The men who 
are trying to remove them are 
having much trouble getting 
the stuff underground. The va¬ 
cant lots throughout the city 
are becoming less each year, 
but on the other hand there 
are more houses to protect 
from the danger of fire. 

From now on, we are obli¬ 
gated to think of the danger. 
“Remember the Dairy Fire!” 
There are lots of residents who 
do not know of that terrible 
fire and the anxiety it caused. 
Were we to get a fire like that 
started in the midst of a row of 
houses, with no vacant lots be¬ 
tween—well, there’s just no use 
thinking about it. It makes a 
fellow sick to realize what 
would happen. 

Get FIRE CONSCIOUS and 
STAY that way. It is another of 
Sierra Madre’s traditions. Ev¬ 
erybody is fire conscious. We 
hope. 

The fire fighters and their 
families are planning the an¬ 
nual Fourth of July picnic. This 
year Mr. and Mrs. Dick Thayer 
have offered their Wistaria 
Gardens to the fire department 
for the occasion. The offer is 
appreciated to the nth degree 
and all declare the spot ideal.

CHEST X-RAYS TO 
DETECT NUMEROUS 
ACTIVE TB CASES 


When medical study is com¬ 
pleted of the more than half 
million chest x-ray films which 
have been taken to date, some 
500 cases of active tuberculo¬ 
sis are expected to be found 
in Los Angeles County. 

Dr. John C. Ruddock, coor¬ 
dinator of professional services 
of the current x-ray survey, ex- 
planed that 3.8 per cent of the 
395,509 persons who had .70mm 
films made through June 2 
were called to the retake cen¬ 
ter for confirmatory 14 to 17 
films. 

The larger films, Dr. Ruddock 
said, were to confirm impres¬ 
sions found on the smaller 
films. 

The county-wide survey now 
is entering its 13th week. A 
tentative date for Sierra Madre 
has been announced as Nov. 9 
by R. C. Lewis, local survey 
chairman.

of the big Santa Anita but also 
of the run off from the Little 
Santa Anita. From the Little 
Santa Anita alone this city 
should realize at least 300 acre 
feet a year additionally. This 
estimate of water yield is bas¬ 
ed upon long term averages. 

The stipulation, which has 
been approved by both the Si¬ 
erra Madre and Arcadia city 
councils, provides that Sierra 
Madre shall have this addi¬ 
tional water each year despite 
rainfall. 

It will be determined, not on 
a year-to-year basis, but on a 
long-term average as specified 
by the State Division of Water 
Resources. This stipulation, 
which was ananimously adopt¬ 
ed by the Arcadia council, was 
considered to be a triumph both 
for Sierra Madre residents and 
Councilman Barter, who has 
worked out details of the pro¬ 
gram during the past two 
years. 

This water will become avail¬ 
able to the city as soon as a 
diversion structure from the 
big Santa Anita is completed. 
The structure will cost approx¬ 
imately $150,000. 

Both state and county funds 
totaling $95,000 is available for 
this project. The balance of city 
water department money is al¬ 
so available. The diversion 
structure and a 10,000 pipe 
line, in addition to re-working 
of the spreading grounds, will 
not be reflected in the city tax 
rate. 

Under the agreement with 
Arcadia and the Division of 
Water Resources, Sierra Ma- 
dre’s right to sell water out¬ 
side the limits of the East Ray¬ 
mond Basin has been confirm¬ 
ed. It was pointed out that 
Arcadia has “exported” water 
from the basin area under the 
original Udell vs. Arcadia de¬ 
cision of 1930. 

Barter said that in order to 
establish a firm prescriptive 
right to the water that the city 
conserves through its spread¬ 
ing grounds, customers would 
have to be found lor its excess - 
water. 

Right to a total of 1500 acre 
feet of water from the Big San¬ 
ta Anita alone each year al¬ 
ready has been granted Sierra 
Madre by the state. In addi¬ 
tion, the city now has before 
the State Division of Water Re¬ 
sources an application for ad¬ 
ditional surplus water from the 
Big Santa Anita. In the esti¬ 
mation of Conklin, the second 
application would, as a practi¬ 
cal matter, net the city an ad¬ 
ditional 248 acre feet of water 
a year. 

By this stipulation, it was 
presumed that court approval 
would be only a matter of rou¬ 
tine because only Arcadia and 
Sierra Madre have pumping 
rights in the recognized East¬ 
ern basin. No- objection by the 
court is anticipated. 

The stipulation anticipates 
the concrete lining of the Big 
Santa Anita channel by the 
U. S. Engineers during the next 
10 years, and it provides for 
1420 acre feet of natural water 
percolation in this channel. 

Because of this provision, the 
State Division of Water Re¬ 
sources has provided for a so- 
caled water “bank account.” 
Under this set-up. Sierra Ma¬ 
dre will be able to draw water 
annually on its anticipated 
long range water conservation 
program without interference 
with its decreed water rights of 
1264 acre feet a year. 

Sierra Madre, because it has 
maintained its spreading 
grounds throughout the years, 
is alone able to take advantage 
of surplus water from Big San- '' 
ta Anita. 

This stipulation will mean 
that Sierra Madre finally, will 
get credit for the water that it 
has conserved through its

spreading grounds that have 
been maintained here for the 
past 15 years. 

This action of the council, 
which will go before the su¬ 
perior court, will allow Sierra 
Madre to sell excess water 
which it has conserved. 

Water Engineer Harold Conk- 
ling, in his $4700 report to the 
city, said that no more than 
2650 acre feet would ever be 
needed within the city’s pres¬ 
ent boundaries. 

To help maintain the "safe 
yield” of the Eastern Basin, 
the County Flood Control will 
build its own spreading 
grounds in the Big Santa Anita 
channel. 

The flood control district will 
maintain the natural percola¬ 
tion of 1420 acre feet after the 
channel is lined with its own 
spreading grounds in the Big 
Santa Anita channel.

drain in 1954 but that “because 
everything is two years behind 
schedule” it probably will be 
1956 before anyone gets around 
to doing it. 

The council, therefore, was 
faced with the problem of what 
to do—fix the streets now—or 
wait for the federal govern¬ 
ment to put in a storm drain 
so that it could require the fed¬ 
eral government to surface the 
street that it tore up for a fed¬ 
eral storm drain. 

Faced with this problem of 
what to do, the council ad¬ 
journed until Saturday. 

Shatto admitted that the 
whole thing depended upon 
“if” the federal government did 
anything “and that is a big 
IF,” he said. 

“We don't have a drainage 
problem that won’t wait six 
years,” Shatto said. 

“But we have hazards on 
Baldwin avenue to consider,” 
Councilman Noren Eaton said. 

"I still think we ought to 
hold out for an adjourned 
meeting,” Mayor William Kin¬ 
ney said. 

"But we’ve got to do some¬ 
thing about this,” Councilman 
Henry Korsmeier said. 

“Why don’t we just drop 
Baldwin avenue and start pav¬ 
ing some of the other streets?” 
Eaton asked. 

A little hope, however, was 
held out to Sierra Madreans 
when Shatto brought in a pro¬ 
posal for work to be done on 
many streets. 

He said that the amount of 
work necessary to place city 
streets in “a state of repair be¬ 
fore the rainy season begin¬ 
ning December of 1950” would 
cost $70,000. 

Here are the streets that Shat¬ 
to said should be “seal coat¬ 
ed”: 

Orange Grove, Manzanlta, 
Bonita, Ramona, Mariposa, 
Montecito, Highland, Grand¬ 
view, Alegria, Fairview, Olive, 
Mira Monte, Carter, Elm, San 
Gabriel Court, Santa Anita 
Court, Sunnyside, Park, Lima, 
Hermosa, Adams, Auburn, Bald¬ 
win, Canon, Coburn, Sycamore 
Place, Los Rocas, Sturtevant, 
Woodland, Holly Trail, Vista 
Circle and Alta Vista. 

Korsmeier moved, and the 
council adopted, that Shatto 
put this street repair plan on 
a map and make a break down 
of costs street-by-street, estab¬ 
lish a priority and tell the 
council where the money is 
coming from. 

The city now has, and has 
had for 14 months in the bank, 
nearly $100,000 that can be used 
only for street repairs.

‘Of Men and 
Mountains’ 
At Library

“Of Men and Mountains” by 
William O. Douglas is an ex¬ 
citing story of physical adven¬ 
ture and spiritual discovery. 

Justice Douglas nearly died 
of infantile paralysis as a 
young boy. Left out of boy¬ 
hood pursuits, humiliated by 
his schoolmates when he drag¬ 
ged his rickety legs to school, 
he started hiking around his 
home woods in Yakima, Wash¬ 
ington. 

Slowly he grew stronger; year 
by year he pushed his explora¬ 
tions further into the rugged 
mountains of the Pacific North¬ 
west. 

He learned great lessons from 
the mountains and in beautiful 
prose he captures their lofty 
dignity and beauty. He found 
serenity and a stronger life, 
and he learned, too, how to lose 
his fear of death. In losing it 
he found he had freedom to 
live. 

The book discusses such mat¬ 
ers as fly fishing versus bait 
fishing, the art of cooking 
trout (never fry a trout unless 
you have bear oil!) there is a 
mouth-watering chapter on 
food, and last, but never lea.st, 
he introduces us to some of the 
odd characters he has met in 
a lifetime of climbing his be¬ 
loved mountains. 

There was an old Scot, in 
particular, Billy McGuffie, Me- 
guffie was a born story-teller.

Sierra Madre’s famous avocado tree owned by Col Walter D. 
Thurber, 470 Manzanita, has been selected by the California Avo¬ 
cado Society for use in its research and experimental program. 

The tree, which bears from 6000 to 8000 avocadoes annually, is 
the first source of seeds to be registered by the society. It is 
known as ’Thurber’s Registered 
Root-Stock No. 1.” 

Because of its unique value 
to the avocado Industry, the 
Thurber tree has been insured 
by Lloyds of London. No other 
tree in this area, as far as can 
be ascertained, has ever been 
insured. Sierra Madrean Harry 
Lange conducted the negotia¬ 
tions with Lloyds on behalf 
of Colonel Thurber. 

’The tree and its progeny for 
the past three years has been 
carefully studied and found to 
be freeze-resistant and, so far 
as can be determined at this 
time, free from all known dis¬ 
eases. Seeds from this rare tree 
show a 95 per cent germination 
record and more than 90 per 
cent “bud-take.”

Rounds of Glendora, president 
of the California Avocado So¬ 
ciety, the research and experi¬ 
mental program is planned for 
the purpose of determining 
which avocado varieties pro¬ 
duce best in various soils and 
which varieties are best suited 
for various types of root stocks. 

The University of California 
at Los Angeles is actively co¬ 
operating with the society in 
this work which will benefit 
the entire avocado industry. 

Samples from carefully-select¬ 
ed root-stock and budding va¬ 
rieties are being used in these 
tests.
